New Mangalore Port Trust Employees (Allotment of 
Residences) Regulations, 1993:—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act. 1963, 
(38 of 1963) the New Mangalore Port Trust Board hereby 
makes, subject to the approval of the Central Government, 
under Seciton 124 of the above Act, the following Regulations 
to amend the New Mangalore Port Trust Employees (Allot¬ 
ment of Residences) Regulations, 1981) (Published as GS'R 
150(E) in the Gazette of India, Exttaordinary 28th March, 
1980. 

1. (1) These Regulaions may be called New Mangalore 
Port Trust Employees (Allotment of Residences) (First Amend¬ 
ment) Regulations, 1993. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. The following sub-clause shall be added as additional 
sub-clause after sub-clause (a) and (b) below clause 4(1). 

(c) Employees who have availed the facility of H.B.A. 
from the Board and constructed house within a 
radius of 8 Kms. from the place of work when 
permitted to dispose of the house, shall not be 
eligible for allotment of staff quarters for a period 
of 5 years from the date of disposal. If they are 
already residing in the quarters at the time of dis¬ 
posal, they shall vacate the quarters within one 
month from the date of disposal of the house. 

3. In Regulation 6 of New Mangalore Port Trust Employees 
(Allotment of Residences) Regulations, 1980 (hereinafter .re¬ 
ferred to the said Regulations) Regulation 6 shall be substi¬ 
tuted as follows:
